Mississippi has been most fortunate in being able to cooperate with the 
President and his administration in the great recovery program by provid¬ 
ing employment in all sectidns of the state while securing school buildings, 
equipment, etc., needed by these communities. 

In addition to the Federal aid projects, a few school districts have been 
able to undertake school building programs without outside aid. 

There remain many communities in Mississippi which have not been 
able to provide a comfortable seat in a comfortable room for each school 
child. Very limited tax resources in many communities have made it impos¬ 
sible for reorganization of school districts to be effected in order to pro¬ 
vide better educational opportunities at a reasonable maintenance cost. 
With the new allotments made by the Public Works Administration and 
continued assistance from the Federal Government, it is hoped that within 
a few years every school boy and girl in Mississippi may have a comfortable 
seat in a comfortable school room with pure drinking water, adequate 
sanitary conveniences, and other school equipment necessary for a good 
school program.
